Quick Lime or Pebble Lime used in the purification and 
softening of public v/ater supplies.

A. Impurities - It shall be of the best quality of freshly 
burned line and shall be substantially free from dirt, 
hard or unburned stone, foreign natter and shall contain 
less tha 2 per cent Magnesium Oxide. 

B. Size - The lime shall be of the Pebble type and none 
shall be retained on a 3/4” screen and not more than 
ten per cent shall pass a 5/16" screen. 

C. Water Soluble CaO - The line shall contain not less 
than 92 per cent of water soluble' calcium oxide as 
determined by the "Sugar Test". 

D. Slaking Test - The lime shall be of the quality known 
as "Quick Slaking” and shall show a temperature rise 
of at least 40 de''grees C. in 3 minutes using the stan¬ 
dard "Slaking Test".
